Rationing has brought the boot- 


eggcr of prohibition days back 
into circulation, recent

indicate. Prosccuitons for viola- 
ion of Ihc rubber lire rationing 
order disclosed highly-organized 
rings of lire peddlers. 


One such organizalion sold ille- 


gally acquired tires lo its salesmen 
at a flat rate—about double the 
narkct price—and the salesmen in 
.urn sold lo their cuslomers. The 
alesmen gol "all the traffic would 
acar" for the illicit merchandise. 
It was this price-gouging that fi- 
lally resulted in breaking up the 
break the law lo get Ihe Ures but 
squawked at Ihc fantastic prices. 
It is the general feeling of OPA 


enforcement officers thai Ihe war- 
lime bootlegger of rationed goods 
vill be easier to trap and con- 
vict than his prohibition era coun- 
erparl.
